In the mouths of two or three wit- 
nesses every word shall be established. 
God has only one plan of salvation. 
Jesus said to Nicodemus, John 3:3, 
“Ye must be born again.” Nicodemus 
asked “Why?” He was blind to God’s 
real pattern.-In verse 5 Jesus said, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Ye 
must be born again.” You must have 
a changed heart and life. God has 
only one way for our being saved. God 
has only one mode of water baptism.

You must live a holy life if you expect 
to go with Jesus when He comes for 
the Church. The tongue is the most 
wicked, cruelest, most destructive and 
uncontrollable member of the human 
make-up.

comes to his tongue. Isaiah said, “Woe 
is me forIam a man of unclean 
lips.” No, man cannot control the 
tongue. But thank God, there is One 
who can, even our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through the power of the Holy Spirit.

Growing Pains

Jesus announced that he was a bless- 
ed man because he had learned for 
himself that Jesus was more than just 
a prophet as others thought. 

The original Greek word, in its 
larger signification, denotes a num- 
ber of persons called together for any 
purpose; an assembly of any kind, 
civil or religious. See Acts 19:23-41. 
Note especially verses 32, “Some 
therefore cried one thing, and some 
another: for the assembly was con- 
fused; and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together”; 
37, “For ye have brought hither 
these men, who are neither robbers of 
churches, nor blasphemers of your 
goddess”; 39, “But if ye inquire any- 
thing concerning other matters, it 
shall be determined in a lawful as- 
sembly”; and 41, “And when he had 
thus spoken, he dismissed the as- 
sembly.” The same word which is ren- 


dered “assembly” in these verses 
is translated “church” in other 
places.

Eph. 2:11-16, “Wherefore remember, 
that ye being in time past Gentiles in 
the flesh, who are called uncircumci- 
sion by that which is called the cir- 
cumcision in the flesh made by 
hands; That all that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens from the 
commonwealth of Israel, and stran- 
gers from the covenants of promise, 
having no hope, and without God in 
the world: But now in Christ Jesus ye 
who sometimes were far off are made 
nigh by the blood of Christ. For he is 
our peace, who hath made both one, 
and hath broken down the middle 
wall of partition between us; Having 
abolished in his flesh the enmity, 
even the law of commandments con- 
tained in ordinances; for to make in 
himself of twain one new man, so 
making peace; And that he might 
reconcile both unto God in one body 
by the cross, having slain the enmity 
thereby.” 

Notice the expressions “made nigh 
by the blood of Christ” and “that he 
might reconcile both unto God in one 
body.”

CHURCH—LOCAL 
To contend that one is made a 
member of the local, tangible Church 
by the new birth would be to confess 
that we either have no regard for Holy 
Writ or that we have not made a 
thorough study of the New Testament. 
We see by reading 1 Cor. 5:1-7 that 
one among the church of Corinth 
was in gross sin. Paul spoke of turn-

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TFoliness a Bible Doctrine 


Holiness has been a long-cherished 
principle in the Church of God. The 
Church still stands for the whole 
Bible rightly divided and one of the 
outstanding teachings of the Word of 
God is Bible holiness. There are, how- 
ever, certain personalities who would 
like to steer the church in a course of 
lesser resistance and in order for that 
to be done the church must forfeit 
the doctrine of holiness. 


A life of holiness is a life of spir- 
itual influence. The realities of truth 
are only manifested, according to 
God’s pleasure, in hearts that are 
holy. 


SCRIPTURE LESSON 
1 Thess. 5:15-27. 

Paul charged, in verse 27, by the 
Lord, that this epistle be read to all 
the HOLY brethren. Paul recognized 
the brethren as being holy. He told 
them to “see that none render evil for 
evil unto any man.” This shows that 
it could be done, but not if we con- 
tinue to possess BIBLE HOLINESS! 
Bible holiness takes the back-stab- 
bing out of people. It is supposed to 
render good for evil. “But ever follow 
that which is good, both among your: 
selves, and to all men.” We follow 
(do) that which is good to all men, 
Jews and Gentiles, sinners and 
saints, Paul said “to all men.” This 
verse is rather hard on the church 
politicians of this day. Men and wom- 
en whose lives are absorbed in God 
“rejoice ever more”; it is “with joy 
unspeakable and FULL OF GLORY,” 
joy because of sins forgiven, because 
of redemption, assurance, His abiding 
presence and holiness. Yes, they 
“pray without ceasing,” not allowing 
prayerless gaps to intervene between 
the times of prayer. In other words, 
we have had family prayer without 
ceasing for years. We have worship 
in our churches with prayer without 
ceasing always. We who are in com- 
munion with the Lord are always in 
the secret place of prayer, not fight- 
ing, biting or devouring, but praying 
and rejoicing in the beauty of His 
HOLINESS. 


“In everything give thanks.” WHY? 
“For this is the will of God in Christ 
Jesus CONCERNING YOU.” We could 
be more greatly enveloped in His 
holiness if we were thankful for His 
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blessings and goodness. In the hour 
of sorrow we can give thanks for He 
is with us. In this war-torn world we 
give thanks for we feel His presence. 
Yes “in” everything, not “for” every- 
thing “give thanks.” “Quench not the 
Spirit,” but follow the Spirit in God’s 
truth. Do not throw a wet blanket 
over spiritual manifestations. Give 
vent to orderly messages and inter- 
pretations that edify the church, 
that reveal mysteries. The preacher 
who harnesses the Holy Ghost into a 
Strait jacket will soon have a church 
to bury. If the Church of God ever 
gets to the place where we have to 
crowd the Holy Ghost into the base- 
ment, cellar or some other secluded 
place for Him to work, He will soon be 
insulted and leave us powerless. Then 
we will substitute glamor, and that 
which is spectacular, for spiritual 
manifestation. “QUENCH NOT THE 
SPIRIT!” We are not ashamed of 
His workings and He knows His busi- 
ness better than we. So we “Quench 
not the Spirit,” and “despise not 
prophesying.” Some may be given in 
the flesh and some may not be sound, 
but “PROVE ALL THINGS.” 


After you have proved all things 
by the Word of truth and _ spiritual 
reasoning, “hold fast that which is 
good.” Praise the Lord. “Abstain from 
all appearance of evil.” Do not be par- 
takers of false manifestations and 
prophesyings for they are evil and 
will lead to division and strife. Sep- 
arate yourself for the “truth’s sake 
which dwelleth in us and shall be 
with us forever.” It would be evil to 
compromise with those who despise 
government and who rebel against 
the God-called leadership of the 
church. This could also apply to the 
places one frequents, and society he 
keeps, the conversation he has, and 
the attitude he manifests. A correct 
intellectual faith with the wrong at- 
titude is damning and dangerous, so 
please abstain! “And the very God of 
peace SANCTIFY YOU WHOLLY.” 
This is a promise which follows obe- 
dience. It is on the part of both God 
and man. 


SANCTIFY WHOLLY 


Wholly takes in the entire person. 
For Paul went on to say, “Your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved

blameless UNTO THE COMING OF 
OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST.” Better 
be sanctified wholly for Jesus is com- 
ing. The SPIRIT can be WHOLLY 
SANCTIFIED, for Job said that God 
formed it in man and that it re- 
ceiveth inspiration from the Al- 
mighty. The body can be sanctified 
wholly for every sin that a man doct 
is without the body. The SOUL can be 
sanctified wholly for it is in the 
image of God, and Paul said spirit, 
soul and body would be _ sanctified 
wholly and preserved BLAMELESS. 
This is HOLINESS. The clincher to it 
is in verse 24, “FAITHFUL IS HE 
THAT CALLETH YOU WHO ALSO 
WILL DO IT!” God never calls one to 
anything but what He provides grace 
to do it. 
HOLINESS 


Holiness means state or quality of 
being free from sin; moral and spir- 
itual purity; a state of heart per- 
fection. It is definite because it is a 
blood work. “He suffered without the 
gates to sanctify the people with his 
own blood.” It is instantaneous be- 
cause the blood cleanseth from all 
sin and the Spirit witnesseth to the 
work. 

It is accomplished through the 
truth, by the Spirit, with the blood. 
Paul and Jesus said, “Being sanctified 
by the Holy Ghost.” He _ suffered 
without the gates to sanctify the 
people WITH His own blood. “Sanctify 
them through thy truth, thy word is 
truth.” We have here a work through 
the truth. It is the Spirit’s work to re- 
veal truth. It is the individual’s work 
to accept that truth. It is the blood’s 
work to cleanse the yielded heart whe 
truth is accepted by spiritual revel 
tion. Therefore, we are SANCTIFIED 
through the truth (Thy word is 
truth), with the blood, by the Holy 
Ghost. 

God grant that our lives may be so 
yielded to Him that He can lead us, 
cleanse us, and reveal His truth to us. 
This is HOLINESS. Brethren, I find 
no argument. If we consecrate, dedi- 
cate, unconditionally, umreservedly, 
our lives wholly to Him, He is more 
than willing to definitely sanctify the 
believer and that instantaneously. 


OUR CALL TO SEPARATION 
1 Peter 2:1-9. Please note these 
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words carefully. “Wherefore laying 
aside all MALICE and all GUILE, and 
HYPOCRISIES, and envies, and all 
EVIL SPEAKINGS, AS NEWBORN 


Qe. desire the SINCERE MILK OF 


THE WORD, that ye may GROW 
THEREBY.” If we do this we will grow 
and carnal contentions will die and 
He will be glorified. This will only 
come “if so be ye have TASTED that 
the LORD IS GRACIOUS.” That is 
what takes the carnal scrap out of us. 
Some day it will be so real that a lit- 
tle child shall lead the lion, because 


@ fight is gone and the Lord is 


reigning. This is holiness. Thus we 
hear the call to separation and when 
adhered to we become “as _ lively 
stones are built up a spiritual house, 
an HOLY priesthood,” and having 
had committed unto us the ministry 
of reconciliation, we therefore now, 
praying men in Christ stead to be 
reconciled to God, constitute a priest- 
ly office, offering up spiritual sacri- 
fices to God by Jesus Christ which are 
acceptable, hence an HOLY priest- 
hood. Therefore having laid aside 
malice, guile, hypocrisies, envies, and 
all evil speakings, have tasted and 
found that the Lord is gracious. THIS 
IS ‘HOLINESS. Verse 9 says, “An holy 
nation.” Matters not if this refers to 
Israel or not, for the same God that 
can make them holy is still on the job 
today. Holiness here is the believer’s 
life in view of the vicarious sufferings 
of Christ. 
HOLY CONVERSATION 

1 Peter 1:14-16, “As obedient chil- 
dren, NOT FASHIONING YOUR- 
SELVES according to the former lusts 
in your ignorance: But as HE which 
hath called you is HOLY, so BE YE 
HOLY in ALL MANNER OF CONVER- 
SATION.” WHY? “BECAUSE IT IS 
WRITTEN, BE YE HOLY FOR I AM 
HOLY.” This does away with smutty, 


r stories. It gives you courage to. 


PEAK the TRUTH. This kind of 
HOLINESS takes us from astride the 
fence, respecting the applaud of 
sentiment, and will make us decidedly 
speak a conversation that is definitely 
understood. If we believe in sanctifi- 
cation, holiness, we will declare it, 
and that in the spirit of meekness 
and fear of God. You have heard peo- 
ple avoid giving an answer until they 
drew you out and then they believed 
as you did. That is, until they met the 
other fellow. That may be good poli- 
tics but it’s not HOLINESS. Jesus’ 


im to Calvary. We who are wholly 


@irin to caw life, and manner sent 
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His will follow that same road, but 
let us not forget that glad morning 
when the stone was rolled away. We, 
too, shall come forth and will meet 
our victorious Christ. AMEN. 

There is power in speech. In the 
early days there were those who were 
spots in the feasts of charity, feeding 
themselves without fear. Yes, there 
are murmurers, complainers, walking 
after their own lusts; and their 
MOUTH SPEAKETH GREAT SWELL- 
ING WORDS, having men’s persons in 
admiration because of advantage. It’s 
a great advantage to have the ad- 
miration of man, especially personal 
advantage, and no doubt swelling 
words will produce that; but it is not 
akin to holiness. God and the Church 
need men of courage who will have a 
CONVERSATION that  becometh 
HOLINESS. 

HOLY TEMPLE 

1 Cor. 3:17, “If any man defile the 
temple of God, him shall God destroy; 
for the temple of God is holy, which 
temple ye are.” Our temples are holy 
because they were bought with a great 
price. “What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which we have of God, 
and ye are not your own?” These 
bodies are not be to abused with nico- 
tine, liquor, and a filthy conversation. 
They are to be vessels though which 
God can bring the message of salva- 
tion to a lost world. If we are His 
HOLY TEMPLES, then we are to be 
used of Him, ready at all times for His 
service. This is HOLINESS! We must 
guard our social life. Our’ earthly 
house must be kept on the altar of 
sacrifice ready in His service at all 
times. 

HOLY HANDS 

1 Timothy 2:8-15, “I will therefore 
that men pray every where, lifting up 
HOLY hands.” The early Christians 
turned up their palms towards heav- 
en as those craving help do. They laid 
aside every thing that would 
hinder their prayers, such as wrath 
and doubting, and asked of God with 
a HOLY HEART and HOLY HANDS! 
There are many kinds of hands. First, 
let us notice the LAZY HANDS. They 
Stay idle most of the time. Members 
who could doa great deal for the 
church will not because of lazy hands. 
Preachers with lily-white hands, with 
dimples in them, that sleep about 
every morning until eleven o’clock, 
have lazy hands. They change 
churches as often as they can and 
leave light bills, coal bills, grocery 
bills for the new pastor to pay. Lazy 


hands! hands that will not take the 
lead in building the church or parson- 
age. Lazy hands! Yes, when they 
move to another pastorate they al- 
ways want a better one and leave the 
parsonage they move away from, 
dirty, unkept, and disgraceful for 
some other pastor’s wife who takes 
pride in the church’s parsonage, to 
clean up. Lazy hands! They leave a 
ring around the bathtub, the kitchen 
range coated with burned grease, 
soiled papers on the cupboard shelves; 
the dirt, that which has been swept 
up, in the corners of the rooms, 
light switches broken, the furniture 
the church gave the parsonage is 
filthy, the children have jumped up 
and down on the springs of the liv- 
ing room suite until the springs have 
come through the upholstering, light 
bulbs never have been washed, win- 
dow shades are torn into strips, cur- 
tains not cleaned, all the spigots in 
the house leak, the rugs are filthy, 
the garage has two hundred fruit jars 
in it that should have been returned 
to the members, the doors are off the 
hinges, the eve-spouting hanging 
crooked. MY GOD, WHAT LAZY 
HANDS! Sure, sleep until noon, shout 
until we are hoarse, and wonder why 
good, clean people despise us! LAZY 
HANDS! Please do not hold them up 
to God for He’ll push them down with 
a broken heart. Holy hands are the 
hands that whatever they can find to 
do they do with all their might. 
STINGY HANDS 

They half pay tithes. They give only 
about half of what the Lord leads 
them to give. Pastors that always 
want their people to give and never 
give themselves have stingy hands. 
Never a Christmas basket is made up 
for the poor; the home is not open to 
the evangelist any more. (Evangelists 
should appreciate a good home open 
to them, too; don’t become a burden.) 
One time I was asked to make a trip 
to a certain place to preach and feed 
the soul of a starving saint. It was 
forty-eight below zero and I drove 
over 900 miles, but the starving soul 
had a hard time getting past his 
greenbacks and half dollars to find a 
buffalo nickel for me. On another oc- 
casion I was called from the thresh- 
ing rig to pray for a sick woman. I 
had ninety miles to drive. I did not 
pray through soI had to make a 
second trip. I prayed through that 
time and the woman was instantly 
healed and came out of bed shouting.

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MY TRIP TO MEXICO AND THE 
BAHAMA ISLANDS

On May 4 we left Cleveland, Ten- 
nessee, for Mexico City to attend the 
National Convention of the Churches 
of God in Mexico. On Sunday, May 6, 
we stopped in Dallas, Texas, for a 
service and had a glorious time. The 
service was grand. The Mission Board 
was given a great welcome by Rev. A. 
V. Beaube, Assistant General Overseer 
of the South Central District. The pas- 
tor was unable to attend this meeting 
because of illness. After the service 
we started on the journey to Mexico, 
spent that night in San Antonio, and 
at noon, May 7, we crossed the border 
at Laredo and found ourselves in Mex- 
ico. 

Before we had traveled a hundred 
miles, we noticed a great change. 
Gone was the modern way of farming 
—the ox and the donkey did it in- 
stead. We saw farmers plowing with 
oxen, a pole tied across their horns. 
How cruel it seemed! As we journeyed 


south we soon found that they did not - 


only burden the oxen and the don- 
keys, but also the women as well. The 
women and girls lined the road in 
the hot boiling sun, carrying great 
packs on their heads and backs. It 
would bring tears to see the cruel 
hardship they are under. The women 
carried equally as much as the burro 
(donkey). Sometimes it would be ten 
to twenty miles between market 
places, yet they would trot along with 
their heavy loads until they reached 
the market. 

For miles and miles we traveled. 
The only homes we saw were built of 
bamboo covered with grass—no floor, 
no furniture, just a fire built on the 
ground on which to cook. On we went 
through the heat, which was 112 de- 
grees in the shade. 

On the third day we came to the 
great mountains ten to eleven thou- 
sand feet above sea level. The road 
was, apparently, as crooked as it could 
be made, but everyone was happy ex- 
cept those who were sick because of 
the crooked road. However, when we 
reached the plains it was very pleas-

Who Will Go for Us? 

Following is a report from the Lit- 
tons on their work in the Bay Is- 
lands. The Mission Board has been 
searching for a suitable couple to go 
and take over this work but have 
failed to find anyone so far. We need 
a minister whose wife has a teacher’s 
certificate and it would be necessary 
for her to teach Spanish one hour 
each day. This is a great opportunity. 


“Greetings from the Island of Utilla. 
We have good news to tell you about 
our work on this island. We organized 
a Church of God on the 30th day of 
April, with forty members. We have a 
nice building, painted nicely inside 
and outside, with forty nice new 
benches. The church will seat three 
hundred. We have a large crowd each 
night. 

“The opening night there were over 
five hundred present. Eighteen have 


been saved since we opened the 
church, and seventy-eight have been 
saved in our other churches in Roatan 
in the last two months. We have eight 
churches on our district and have es- 
tablished two churches in the past 
year. One in Belize, British Honduras, 
and the other, here. Six churches have 
come with us on the Island of Roatan. 

“Brother Litton has just returned 
home from a two-week trip to Teguci- 
galpa, the capital of Honduras, as it 
was necessary for him to go there to 
secure a permit for our day school. We 
are anxiously waiting for our teach- 
ers to arrive from the U.S.A. to take 
care of this work here as we have 
several calls to other places. Truly the 
fields out here are white and the la- 
borers are few.

I'll try to tell just a little about my 
work as I try to do my best to bring 
the boys to Christ.

Baggette. I have worked with him and 
we have been to church together, both 
serving God. I read the papers and 
pass them on. One or two boys in here 
now are reading the Bible.

ing him over to Satan for the destruc- 
‘tion of the flesh and in verse 7 they 
were told to “purge out the old leav- 

en” that they might be a new lump. 

Matt. 18:15-17, “Moreover if thy 
brother shall trespass against thee, go 
and tell him his fault between thee 
and him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But if 
he will not hear thee, then take with 
thee one or two more, that in the 
mouth of two or three witnesses every 
word may be established. And if he 
shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto 
the church: but if he neglect to hear 
the church, let him be unto thee as an 
heathen man and a publican.” 

Acts 2:47, “.... the Lord added unto 
the church ....” 

Acts 5:1-13. There is the story of 
Ananias and his wife, Sapphira, who 
found out that God certainly rec- 
ognized His leaders of the Church for 
as they lied to God in the presence of 
the disciples, they fell dead and verse 
13 tells us that “of the rest durst no 
man join himself unto them.” Did 
God stop saving souls? No. The truth 
is that the fear of the Lord fell upon 
the people to the extent that they 
were afraid to join their number.

Some of our prayers need 
legs. To go and sell what she had and 
build tabernacles would be HOLI- 
NESS! It is not holiness to frequent 
bathing beaches with the opposite 
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sex. It is not holiness for women pro- 
fessing godliness to wear their dresses 
to their knees, and neither is it holi- 
ness to have them dragging the 
ground. I am in favor of carrying out 
the Church teaching and that is 
HOLINESS. 
HOLY MEN 

2 Peter 1:21, “... but holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.” The Holy Ghost moves 
holy men and this is a day when we 
need men that God can use. The se- 
cret of this is HOLINESS.

Rev. 20:6, “Blessed and 
holy is he that hath part in the first 
resurrection.” No plainer statement 
could be made. HOLINESS IS ESSEN- 
TIAL TO HEAVEN. 
HOLINESS CAME BY SUFFERING 
Heb. 13:12, “Where Jesus ALSO.”

dence that higher power than man 
has taken control of you. Now, He can 
use you. Now, you are a perfect man, 
James 3:2; and able also to bridle the 
whole body if you let the Holy Spirit 
keep your tongue. Acts 2:4 tells us 
that they began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave utterance. 

Yes, the speaking in other tongues 
is a logical, reasonable, and most glo- 
rious evidence that the Spirit of the 
living God has come to His temple to 
dwell. Acts 10:44-46, “While Peter yet 
spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell 
on all them that heard the word. And 
they .... were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For they heard 
them speak with tongues.” In verse 


44 the writer said Holy Ghost. In verse 
45 he called the same experience the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, and in verse 
46 the proof of the Holy Ghost, for 
they heard them speak with tongues 
and magnify God. Acts 11:15, 17, “As 
I began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell 
on them, as on us at the beginning. 
Forasmuch then as God gave them 
the like gift as he did unto us... . 
what was I, that I could withstand 
God?” Peter says the Holy Ghost fell 
on the Gentiles as on the disciples at 
Pentecost. In verse 16 he referred to 
the experience as the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Read Acts 8:14-17; 9:17, 
18; 19:6, “And when Paul laid his 
hands on them .... and they spake 
with tongues and prophesied.” Verse 
7, “All the men were about twelve.” 

I have given plenty of scriptures 
proving that we speak with tongues 
when we receive the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Sure, this is the real pat- 
tern. Can any one take the Word of 
God and prove that this is not the 
Holy Ghost or prove that the Word 
has been changed? Jesus, the same 
yesterday, today, and forever. Heaven 
and earth may pass away but the 
Word of God will stand. May God 
bless this little message to everyone 
who reads this tract.
